MINUTES  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Charleston,  S.  C,  Wednesday,  May  16th,  1860. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  last  Convention,  for  meeting  of 
the  Seventy  First  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  in  St.  Philip's  Church  at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  to  the  end  of  the  Second  Lesson,  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  William  Dehon.  The  latter  part  of  the  service  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Hanckel,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  P.  T.  Keith,  who  read  the 
Epistle  and  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J.  Stuart 
Hanckel,  from  St.  Luke,  xvi.  31;  The  Communion  was  then  admin- 
istered, the  Rev.  Dr.  Hanckel  consecrating  the  elements,  being  assisted 
in  the  administration  by  the  Rev.  P.  T.  Keith,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Dehon, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough. 

The  congregation  was  then  dismissed  with  the  Apostolic  Benediction, 
by  the  Rev.  C.  Hanckel,  D.  D. 

After  a  recess,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Hanckel,  who  presided  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order 
was  dispensed  with. 

Judge  Pringle  then  offered  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions, 
-which  were  agreed  to  : 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  our  heaven- 
ly Father  has  seen  fit  in  his  wisdom,  to  remove  from  his  earthly  labours, 
the  Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace,  the  faithful  and  devoted  Pastor  of  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel ;  the  sympathizing  and  self-denying  helper  of  the 
poor  and  friendless  ;  and  for  nineteen  years  the  very  acceptable  and 
diligent  Secretary  of  this  Convention.  The  faith  which  we  profess, 
and  the  good  report  which  he  had  obtained,  fill  us  with  the  hopeful 
consolation,  that  he  has  passed  away  to  realize  the  fulfilment  of  those 
promises  upon  which  he  had  rested  during  his  lifetime  upon  earth. 
But  we  are  saddened  when  we  remember  that  here  we  shall  see  his 
face  no  more  ;  his  accustomed  place  is  vacant ;  his  familiar  voice  silent 
in  the  grave. 

Few  men  filled  more  important  posts  of  usefulness  than  Mr.  Wallace  ; 
few  men  yielded  less  to  indolence,  or  sordid,  or  worldly  considerations. 
"  His  meat  was  to  do  the  will  of  Him  who  sent  him."  Studious  and 
learned,  he  felt  that  self-improvement  was  a  Christian  duty  ;  self-deny- 
ing and  laborious,  he  knew  that  to  live  for  others,  was  the  perfection 
of  the  Christian  life.  The  Pastor  of  St.  Stephen's  Chapel ;  the  pious 
and.  devoted  Principal  of  a  large  School ;  the  Rector  and  almost  sole 
manager  of  the  Church  Home  ;  the  unwearied  visitor  of  the  fatherless, 
and  the  widow ;  the  prayerful  attendant  at  many  a  poverty-stricken 
death-bed  ;  the  almoner  and  dispenser  of  the  charities  of  others  ;  and 
the  well  informed  and  accurate  student  and  Theologian,  by  well  direct- 
ed and  systematic  industry,  he  fulfilled  all  the  duties  of  his  varied 
callings  usefully  to  others,  and,  we  trust,  to  his  own  immortal  gain. 

If  there  be  one  more  than  any  other  of  his  numerous  enterprises  of 
zeal,  in  which  he  exhibited  most  of  his  untiring  faith,  and  faithfulness, 
it  was  in  his  servives  to  the  Church  Home  of  this  Diocese.  His  assi- 
duous cultivation  of  that  charity  which  is  the  greatest  of  all  spiritual 
graces,  had  heightened  and  increased  a  natural  love  for  children,  for 
which  he  was  remarkable.  No  exertions  seemed  to  afford  him  so 
much  pleasure  as  those  which  he  made  for  the  Orphans  of  that  Institu- 
tion. He  assumed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  almost  its  en- 
tire management.  Its  trials  and  embarrasments  he  felt  as  a  matter  of 
personal  concern.  But  none  of  those  trials  and  embarrassments  were 
too  great  for  his  large  hearted  faith  and  trust.  "The  Lord  will  pro- 
vide" seemed  to  be  a  conviction  which  no  difficulties  could  shake. 
Without  any  reward,  but  that  highest  of  all  rewards,  that  which  re- 
sults from  self-denvins-  labour  for  the  srood  of  others,  he  devoted  him- 
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self  daily  to  tlie  wants  and  necessities  of  the  Home.  Its  present  pros- 
perous condition  is,  under  God,  more  due  to  him  than  to  any  other 
person. 

A  former  Convention  has  expressed  to  him  while  he  was  yet  among 
us,  its  appreciation  of  his  long  continued  services  as  Secretary  of  the 
Annual  Conventions  of  the  State.  The  duty  remains  to  us  to  make 
the  last  just  tribute  to  his  memory  and  worth. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  submissively  and  solemn- 
ly bowing  to  the  wisdom  of  Divine  Providence  in  removing  from  among 
us  the  Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace,  desires  to  record  its  sorrow  for  the 
loss  of  one  who  touching  life  at  so  many  points,  was  conspicious  for 
his  usefulness  in  them  all ;  and  to  express  its  admiration  for  his  many 
Christian  duties  ;  his  faithfulness  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel ;  his  at- 
tainments as  a  Theologian,  and  his  diligence  and  fidelity  for  many 
years,  as  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention. 

"Resolved,  That  we  offer  to  his  bereaved  widow  and  the  flock  among 
whom  he  ministered  so  long,  the  assurance  of  our  sincere  s}rmpathy 
in  a  loss  which  is  the  more  felt,  as  there  was  in  him  so  much  to  admire 
and  esteem." 

Governor  Allston  moved  that  the  Convention  adjourn,  but  with- 
drew his  motion  after  some  explanation  by  the  President. 

On  motion  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hanckel  nominated  Gen.  Wm.  E.  Martin,  as  the 
Secretary  of  this  Convention,  and  moved  that  the  ballot  be  dispensed 
with. 

The  vote  was  taken  viva  voce,  and  Gen.  Wm.  E.  Martin  was  unani- 
mously elected  Secretary. 

Gen.  Martin  then  appointed  Rev.  L.  C.  Lance  Assistant  Secretary. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  read  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  respect- 
fully Report, 

That,  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  they  have 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Priest's  Orders,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Quinby; 
for  Deacon's  Orders,  Mr.  Edward  J.  Webb,  and  as  Candidites  for 
Deacon's  Orders,  Mr.  Albert  Rhett  Walker,  Mr.  William  P.  DuBose, 
Mr.  W.  W.  Patrick,  Mr.  Thomas  Fisher  Gadsden,  Mr.  X.  Yeadon 
Anderson,  and  Mr.  J.  Johnson. 

It  is,  with  pain  and  regret  that  they  report  the  removal,  by  death, 
of  one  of  their  number,  the  Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace,  who  departed  this 
life  in  Charleston,  the  3d  of  February  last.  Under  the  sense  of  the 
loss  experienced  in  this  bereavement,  the  following  Resolutions  were 
adopted,  recorded  on  their  Minutes,  and  transmitted  to  his  afflicted 
widow : 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  his  Providence  to  remove 
from  our  number  the  Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace,  we  cannot  allow  this  occa- 
sion to  pass  without  adding  to  that  of  others,  our  testimony  to  the 
loss  the  Church  has  sustained  in  the  decease  of  a  faithful  and  devoted 
son,  an  efficient  and  indefatigable  Pastor.  As  a  member  of  this 
body  his  connection  though  brief  was  sufficient  to  impress  us  with  his 
clear  integrity  of  purpose,  his  familiarity  with  our  canon  law  and  ability 
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therein  ;  and  his  earnest  desire  and  efforts  forth e  welfare  of  the  Church. 
Be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  while  we  acknowledge  the  hand  of  Providence  in 
the  removal  of  one  so  fitted  to  extend  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on 
earth,  we  realize  that  "  clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about  him;" 
but  bend  in  submission  to  his  will,  knowing  that  "  righteousness  and 
judgment  are  the  habitation  of  his  seat." 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased  our  sincere 
sympathy  in  her  irreparable  loss,  and  pray  that  she  may  be  enabled 
to  lay  to  heart  the  gracious  promises  of  Him  who  has  said  in  language, 
as  pplicable  to  individuals  now,  as  it  was  to  the  ancient  Jews,  "  Thy 
Maker  is  thy  husband,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  his  name."  (Is.  liv.  5) 

Resolved,  That  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Stephen's  and  to  the 
Church  Home,  we  tender  our  condolence  in  the  great  affliction  they 
have  experienced  in  his  removal,  who  was  for  so  many  years  their 
intimate  associate,  Rector  and  friend,  trusting  that  though  for  a  season 
cast  down  and  tried,  yet  they  will  be  re-established,  and  that  the 
post  will  be  filled  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  with  another 
equally  zealous,  faithful,  and  systematic,  as  full  of  Christian  graces 
and  as  abundant  in  labor  and  good  works. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the  Southern 
'Episcopalian,  and  the  city  papers,"  and  that  copies  of  the  same  be  sent 
to  the  Relict  of  the  deceased,  the  Council  of  St.  Stephen's,  and  of  the 
Church  Home. 

The  vacancy  thus  occasioned,  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
William  Dehon.

Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  annual  address. 

1859.  May  21st,  Saturday.  In  St.  John's  Church,  Richland, 
I  preached,  and  confirmed  four  white  persons. 

May  22nd,  Sunday.  In  Stateburg,  forenoon,  preached  in  the 
Parish  Church,  and  confirmed  six  white,  and  thirty-eight  colored 
persons.    Afternoon,  confirmed  one  white  person  in  private. 

May  29th,  Sunday.  Forenoon,  in  St.  David's  Church,  Cheraw, 
divine  service  was  held,  and  I  preached.  Afternoon  Rev.  Mr. 
Quinby  preached,  and  I  confirmed  five  white  persons.  At  night, 
divine  service,  I  preached. 

June  1st,  Wednesday.  In  Trinity  Church,  Society  Hill,  divine 
service,  Rev.  Mr.  Quinby  preached. 

June  2d,  Thursday.  Divine  service  was  held,  and  I  preached. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  administered. 

June  5th,  Sunday.  Forenoon,  at  Mars'  Bluff,  consecrated  the 
Church,  Rev.  Mr.  Gregg  preaching  the  sermon.  Also,  I  confirmed 
two  white  persons.    Present,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Roberts,  Gregg, 
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Howe,  Phillips,  Moore  aud  Quinby.  Afternoon,  Rev.  Mr.  Howe 
preached.

At 
night,  I  preached. 

June  27th,  Monday.  Forenoon,  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the 
new  Church  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  addressed  the  assembly.

Since  our  last  meeting,  the  Diocese  has  sustained  a  severe  loss 
in  the  death  of  our  lamented  brother,  Rev.  Cranmore  Wallace. 
His  long  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  affairs  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  his  faithful  services  as  the  Secretary  of  our  Convention, 
rendered  him  a  valuable  and  safe  guide  in  all  our  ecclesiastical 
matters.  We  feel  his  absence  and  deplore  his  loss.  Thus  is  God 
removing  from  us,  one  after  another,  the  clergy  of  the  Church. 
It  is  sad  and  almost  dreadful  to  reflect  upon  the  ravages  which 
death  has  made  in  our  ranks  for  some  years  past.  We  do  not 
fear  the  results  to  the  Church,  for  her  life  and  her  power  are 
God's.  But  we  are  admonished  of  the  uncertainty  of  life,  and  of 
the  necessity  of  our  being  prepared  to  meet  our  God,  and  render 
an  account  of  our  stewardship. 

We  have  also  sustained  loss  in  the  removal  from  among  us  of 
our  brother,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Gregg,  and  of  the  brethren 
who  have  accompanied  him  to  Texas.  But  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  and  honor  of  adding  another  and  most  worthy  name  to 
the  list  of  our  Southern  Bishops,  and  of  strengthening  his  hands 
and  heart  by  the  presence  with  him,  in  his  large  and  laborious 
field,  of  these  brethren  from  his  native  Diocese.  May  God  bless 
them  all,  and  speed  them  on  in  their  glorious  work. 

The  University  of  the  South  is  still  claiming  your  attention  and 
interest.  My  health  and  absence  from  the  country,  has  for  some 
years  past,  prevented  my  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  its 
Trustees.  If  it  shall  be  in  my  power,  I  hope  to  be  present  at  the 
next  meeting  in  Tennessee,  when  it  is  expected  it  will  be  fully  in- 
augurated, and  go  into  practical  operation.  I  hope  the  gentlemen 
who  shall  be  elected  by  you  as  Trustees,  will  endeavor  to  be  pres- 
ent on  that  occasion. 

Our  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary  has  more  than  fulfilled  our 
expectations.  During  the  past  year,  although  severely  tried  by 
the  ill  health  of  its  Professors,  and  the  irregular  services  conse- 
quent thereupon,  its  progress  has  been  steady  and  satisfactory, 
Eor  a  fuller  statement  of  its  condition,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Permit  me  to  commend,  it  to  your  affec- 
tions and  prayers,  and  to  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  its  being 
placed  as  soon  as  possible  upon  a  permanent  foundation.

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llev.  Mr.  Trapier  offered  the  following  : 

Whereas,  By  Canon  V.,  Section  II.  of  Title  III.  of  the  Digest  of 
the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  it  is  left  to  the  several  Dio- 
cesan Conventions  to  establish  rules  for  defining  parish  boundaries, 
for  forming  new  parishes  within  the  limits  of  other  parishes,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  be, 
appointed  to  prepare  the  legislation  that  may  be  requisite  in  the 
premises,  to  report  to  next  Convention. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  as  the  Commttee  : 
Rev.  Mr.  Trapier,  and  Messrs.  Wm.  F.  Colcock  and  R.  F.  W.  Allston. 

Rev.  T.  F.  Davis,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  It  is  important  that  all  materials  proper  for  the  history  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  should  be  collected,  as  far  as  possible,  and 
carefully  preserved ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  having  in  their  possession  any  manu- 
scripts or  rare  publications  relating  to  said  history,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  respectfully  solicited,  to  deposit  the  same  with  the  Secretary 
of  this  Convention  ;  and  that  written  essays  or  statistics  of  the  Church 
history,  of  particular  localities,  are  also  desired,  from  those  able  and 
willing  to  prepare  them  ;  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  is 
respectfully  requested  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  said 
papers. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  W.  E.  Martin,  this  was  laid  on  the  table  for  a 
time. 

Mr.  J.  Hanckel  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to  : 
Resolved,  That  the  sixth  Article  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
striking  out  tiie  words  "  ex  officio  Treasurer,"  in  the  first  line,  and  the 
last  clause  commencing  with  the  words,  "he  shall  also  keep,"  ending 
with  the  word  "  change  ;"  and  an  additional  article  be  added  defining 
the  duties  of  a  Treasurer.  The  said  article  to  be  numbered  Article  7, 
and  the  other  articles  to  be  numbered  to  conform  with  this  addition. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Treasurer  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of 
all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the  Convention,  and 
shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  pa- 
pers and  funds  relative  and  belonging  to  the  Convention,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

The  resolution  of  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis  Jr,  was  then  taken  up  from  the 
the  table  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Memminger  moved  to  take  up  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Memminger  moved  that  the  report  and  resolutions  on  the  mar- 
riage of  slaves  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  12  o'clock,  M.,  to-mor- 
row. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  William  Wigfall  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
agreed  to  * 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  take  into  con- 
sideration  the  necessity  of  making  suitable  arrangements  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  preservation  of  the  records  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
books  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter,  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  the 
Secretary. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Committee :  Messrs.  W.  E.  Martin, 
John  Hanckel,  and  H.  D.  Lesesne. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  examine  the 
the  nature  of  the  bequests  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Seminary  of 
New  York,  and  to  report  whether  this  Diocese  has  any  claim  upon  the 
same,  in  case  of  the  severance  of  the  Seminary  from  the  General 
Convention. 

Mr.  John  F.  Blacklock  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  accounts  of  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and 
find  the  same  to  be  correct  and  properly  vouched,  the  balance  at 
credit  of  the  account  being  two  hundred  and  nine  dollars  56-100,  and 
which  has  been  paid  over  to  the  new  Treasurer.

On  motion,  the  Convention,  at  4.20  P.  M.,  adjourned  to  meet 
tomorrow  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    Morning  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  A.  Glennie. 

After  a  recess,  the  President  called  the  Convention  to  order. 
The  roll  was  called,  and  a  quorum  of  both  Orders  found  present. 
The  Minutes  were  read  and  corrected. 

Mr.  E.  R.  Miles,  a  Delegate  from  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  appeared 
and  took  his  seat. 

Rev.  C-  P.  Gadsden  presented  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocesan  Theological  Seminary ;  also  the  Reports  of  the  Professors 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  that  Institution. 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of 

South-  Carolina. 

"With  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  and  with  a  devout  acknowledg- 
ment, of  his  gracious  help,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary 
present  their  Second  Annual  Report.  They  have  watched  with  great 
anxiety,  but-  with  ever  increasing  thankfulness,  the  second  years'  life 
of  this  important  institution,  and  they  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  is  life  and  growth  and  increasing  promise  of  usefulness  to  be 
observed.  The  Seminary  is  vindicating  for  itself  the  wisdom  of  the 
action  which  called  it  into  being,  while  it  is  more  and  more  bringing 
to  light  the  necessity  of  its  continuance.  It  has,  however,  been  sub- 
jected to  trials  which  for  a  time  seemed  to  darken  its  prospects.  In 
August  last,  the  Trustees  were  assembled  in  Camden  to  receive  the 
resignation  of  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Pulpit  Elo- 
quence, whose  enfeebled  health  rendered  him  unequal  to  the  task, 
which,  at  the  call  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  the 
friends  of  the  Seminary,  he  had  assumed,  at  the  organization  of  the 
Faculty.  The  loss  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reed  was  felt  to  be  a  severe  blow 
to  the  infant  operations  of  the  institution,  but  as  the  Providence  of 
God  seemed  to  forbid  the  further  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  Pro- 
fessorship, we  could  only  acquiese,  and  tender  to  him  our  thanks  for 
his  services  and  our  sincere  regret  at  the  loss  of  his  valuable  labors. 

The  post  thus  vacated  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  J.  S, 
Hanckel,  but  on  communicating  with  Mr.  Hanckel  it  was  ascertained 
that  he  could  not  then  sever  his  connection  with  his  parish,  and  leave 
an  endeared  flock  without  a  pastor,  at  a  time  when  they  could  not 
readily  procure  a  supply. 

At  the  opening  of  the  next  session,  however,  Mr.  Reed's  health 
being  a  little  stronger,  he  very  kindly  undertook  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  post  for  a  few  months  longer,  with  the  hope  that  Mr.  H.  might 
then  be  induced  to  accept  the  position  to  which  he  had  been  elected. 
A  few  weeks,  however,  of  labor  in  Camden,  convinced  Mr.  Reed  that 
he  was  unequal  to  the  effort,  and  he  was  compelled,  by  his  increasing 
ill-health  again  to  leave  us,  to  the  deep  regret  of  both  Professors  and 
Students. 

After  some  further  delay,  the  newly-elected  Professor  accepted,  and 
entered  upon  his  labors,  visiting  the  Seminary  once  a  fortnight  for  that 
purpose. 
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In  the  mean  time  the  burden  of  teaching  had  fallen  heavily  upon 
the  other  Professors,  and  the  Professor  of  "  Hebrew  and  Greek  Liter- 
ature" was  quite  broken  down  with  his  labors.  At  the  same  time 
the  Bishop's  enfeebled  health  rendering  it  impossible  for  him  to  attend 
to  the  full  duties  of  his  profesorship,  an  increasing  burden  has  fallen 
upon  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  already  taxed  beyond  his  physical  strength.  In  the  face, 
however,  of  these  embarrassments  the  work  of  the  Seminary  has  gone 
bravely  on — the  number  of  Students  has  increased  to  7,  and  they  have 
been  animated  by  a  spirit  of  industry,  studiousness  and  Christian  zeal 
which  has  been  most  gratifying  to  their  instructors  and  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  They  are  divided  as  follows  :  2  in  the  Senior  Class,  4  in 
the  Junior,  and  1  preparing  for  the  Diaconate  only,  with  lesser  quali- 
fications. 

The  Trustees  would  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  Chris- 
tian love  and  the  devotional,  pious  spirit  which  has  marked  these  young 
men  as  a  body,  and  they  have  been  much  pleased  with  the  arrange- 
ments by  which,  under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  Faculty  they 
are  being  trained  in  habits  of  active  practical  usefulness  as  well 
as  in  theological  learning.  The  meetings  with  the  Faculty  for  prayer 
and  religious  intercourse,  and  the  employment  in  Sunday  School  and 
catechetical  exercises,  and  in  visiting  the  poor  and  sick,  command  our 
hearty  approval.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  a  detail 
of  the  studies  and  the  progress  made  during  the  year,  since  the  Re- 
port of  the  Professors  themselves  are  annexed,  as  giving  the  fullest 
and  most  satisfactory  information  on  these  subjects, 

Our  gratitude  is  due  and  our  thanks  are  herewith  returned  to  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  for 
their  very  generous  loan  of  their  valuable  library  to  the  Seminary. 
The  same  has  been  formally  accepted  by  the  Trustees,  and  a  receipt 
given  for  the  books  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  The  books  have 
been  forwarded  to  Camden,  and  arranged  in  a  suitable  apartment  in 
the  house  loaned  by  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church  for  the  use  of  the 
Seminary,  where  we  hope  they  will  furnish  the  nucleus  for  a  valuable 
and  increasing  library. 

The  contributions  to  the  Seminary  have  shown  a  growing  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  Diocose  in  the  institution,  and  we  hope  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  placed  upon  a  permanent  basis.  The 
Treasurer's  Report  annexed,  shows  an  encouraging  condition  of  the 
financial  department. 

The  Trustees  have  therefore  felt  authorized  to  increase  the  salaries 
of  the  '<  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Evidences,"  and 
the  "Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Pulpit  Eloquence"  to 
$  1500  each,  and  that  of  the  "  Professor  of  Greek  and  Hebrew  Litera* 
ture"  to  $500. 

A  catalogue  of  the  Seminary,  containing  full  information  in  regard 
to  the  course  of  study,  Faculty,  Students,  terms,  &c,  is  now  in  press, 
and  will  be  distributed  throughout  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  ready. 

Commending  the  Seminary  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  the 
members  of  our  Church,  we  present  for  your  consideration  the  interest- 
ing Reports  of  the  Professors,  showing  the  progress  made  in  the  vari- 
ous departments. 
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Report  of  the  Bishop. 

The  Bishop  reports  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  during  the  past 
winter  he  has  given  stated  lectures  to  the  Senior  Class  of  the  Semin- 
ary upon  the  most  important  topics  of  Church  Polity,  in  connection 
with  recitations  upon  Abp.  Potter  on  Church  Government.  The  first 
four  books,  and  the  larger  part  of  the  fifth  book  of  Hooker's  Ecclesias- 
tical Polity  have  been  studied  by  the  class,  as  also  portions  of  Barrow 
on  the  Pope's  Supremacy,  and  the  whole  of  Wheatly  on  the  Common 
Prayer.  The  recitations  have  been  conducted  by  the  Professor  of 
Hebrew,  as  far  as  his  health  and  other  employments  allowed  it.  This 
class  will  also  read  the  Canons  of  our  Church,  and  as  much  as  possible 
of  Burnet  on  the  Pastoral  Care,  before  the  close  of  the  present  session. 

Considerable  improvements  and  additions  have  been  effected  upon 
the  buildings  offered  for  our  use  by  theVestry  of  the  church  in  Camden. 
The  Theological  Library  of  the  Diocese,  so  kindly  placed  at  our  dis- 
posal by  the  Advancement  Society,  is  now  conveniently  and  becom- 
ingly accommodated  in  a  large  room  of  the  Seminary,  which  has  been 
especially  fitted  up  for  the  purpose ;  and  we  will  also  be  prepared  in 
October  to  give  comfortable  rooms  to  as  many  as  fourteen  young  men, 
should  they  present  themselves. 

These  changes  in  the  buildings  will  cost  the  sum  of  $500,  but  this 
amount  has  been  secured  without  drawing  upon  the  treasury  of  the 
Seminary. 

I  present  herewith  a  catalogue  of  -the  Institution,  to  which  I  invite 
the  attention  of  the  Trustees.  Its  publication,  at  this  stage  of  our 
progress,  appears  to  me  proper  and  advisable ;  and  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  an  ample  number  of  copies  be  printed  immediately,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  they  be  extensively  circulated,  for 
the  double  purpose  of  imparting  information  and  of  awakening 
interest. 

I  am  gratified  to  know,  that  the  annual  contributions,  thus  far,  have 
met  our  needs,  and  trust,  that  in  due  time,  liberal  endowments  for  the 
Institution  will  be  forthcoming. 

Though  I  am  conscious  that  the  present  Professors  are  unduly  bur- 
dened with  the  number  and  variety  of  the  studies  entrusted  to  their 
control,  I  am  as  yet  unprepared  to  advise  any  addition  to  the  Faculty, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board.  But  this  is  a  point  of  primary 
interest  and  importance  for  the  future,  and  I  hope,  will,  without  great 
delay,  receive  due  attention. 

I  cannot  conclude,  dear  brethren,  without  heartily  thanking  God 
for  His  gracious  blessing  upon  our  efforts  thus  far ;  and  offering  the 
sincerest  prayers  that  His  presence  may  be  with  us  throughout  the 
future,  and  in  particular  may  aid  and  direct  your  present  deliberations,

Report  of  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity. 

The  health  of  Rev.  Mr.  Reed  (who  had  undertaken  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair  of  Systematic  Divinity  for  the  session)  having  fail- 
ed, Rev.  J.  S,  Hanckel  undertook  their  discharge,  in  connection  with 
those  of  his  parish.  For  this  purpose  he  has  visited  Camden  every 
other  week  since  March  1st,  hearing  the  classes  recite  what  they  were 
able  to  prepare  in  the  interval  of  his  visits. 
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With  the  Senior  Class  he  has  gone  over  the  subjects  of  the  ix.,  x., 
XI. i  xii.,  xiii.,  xiv.,  xv.,  xvi.,  and  part  of  the  xvir.  Articles,  Browne  on 
the  thirty-nine  Articles  being  used  as  a  text  book,  and  in  conjunction, 
Hill's  Lectures  on  Divinity,  the  Book  of  Homilies,  Hooker's  Sermons, 
and  a  chapter  of  McOosh  on  Divine  Government. 

The  Junior  Class  have  recited  in  Homiletics  Vinet.  In  the  branch 
of  Evidences  of  Christianity,  the  same  class  have  gone  over  Jenyn's 
View,  Lyttleton  on  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  Paley's  Horse 
Paulinse,  and  two   Lectures  of  Graves  on  Pentateuch. 

The  Professor  has  also  reviewed  critically,  written  sermons  from  the 
members  of  both  classes.  They  have  also  delivered,  in  his  presence, 
unwritten  sermons,  upon  each  of  his  visits. 

In  all  these  exercises  the  classes  have  evinced  a  highly  commend- 
able interest,  showing  a  strong  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  such  aid 
as  he  has  been  able  to  afford  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies  ; 
thus  rendering  the  performance  of  his  duties  a  source  of  much  satis- 
faction and  pleasure  to  the  Professor.  Never,  he  believes,  did  an 
Institution  of  the  kind  go  into  operation  with  a  better  nucleus  of  stu- 
dents. 

Report  of  the  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  Litcruturc,  and  Biblical 

Learning. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  to  the  Trustees  :  That'  the 
Junior  Class  have  during  the  present  term  finished  the  larger  part  of 
Eodiger's  Gesenius'  Hebrew  Grammar,  and  will,  he  hopes,  complete  it 
before  the  Summer  vacation.  They  have  also  translated  one  and  a 
half  chapters  of  Genesis.  The  student  preparing  for  the  Diaconate 
only  has  been  carried  through  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  from 
Joshua  to  Esther  inclusive,  with  the  aid  of  D'Oyly  &  Mant's  Commen- 
tary, and  in  the  New  Testament,  from  Acts  to  Galatians  inclusive,  and 
has  studied  a  portion  of  Nicholls'  Help  to  reading  the  Bible. 

For  some  weeks  past,  owing  to  the  sickness  of  the  undersigned,  the 
Rev.  Professor  Trapier  has  kindly  undertaken  to  attend  to  the  Stu- 
dent's recitations ;  and  will,  it  is  presumed,  in  his  report,  mention  any 
further  progress  made  by  him. 

The  necessity  of  taking  charge,  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  of  the  studies  in  Systematic  Divinity  and  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  in  addition  to  those  under  the  Bishop's  department,  and 
those  in  Hebrew,  induced  a  severe  and  protracted  attack  of  sickness, 
which  has  much  hindered  the  undersigned  in  his  duties  since,  both  as 
Professor  and  as  Pastor;  nor  is « his  health  yet  re-established.  For 
some  time  past,  therefore,  greatly  to  his  regret,  he  has  been  compelled 
to  reduce  his  actual  recitations  to  a  minimum,  and  to  confine  himself 
much  more  than  he  could  have  wished,  to  a  mere  superintendence  of 
the  reading  of  the  young  men. 

The  Senior  Class  have  studied  several  chapters  of  Genesis  in  the 
Hebrew,  and  portions  of  Deuteronomy,  First  Samuel,  and  the  Psalms. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Professor  to  give  them  chapters  of  Job,  Isaiah, 
and  the  Chaldee  of  Daniel,  before  the  close  of  the  term,  in  June. 
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May  G-od  be  with  us  all,  in  our  labors  for  the  welfare  and  usefulness 
of  an  institution  so  imperatively  needed,  and  giving  so  fair  a  promise 
of  blessed  benefits  to  our  beloved  Church.

Rcpoi't  of  the  "Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 

Since  his  report  to  the  Trustees,  a  year  ago,  the  undersigned  has,  in 
Ecclesiastical  History,  carried  the  now  Senior  Class  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  schism  between  the  Greek  and  Latin  Churches, 
through  the  Reformation  on  the  Continent,  and  in  England,  to  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth  ;  noticing  prominently  the  progress,  culmination 
and  decline  of  the  Papal  power;  the  rise  and  history  of  monarchism; 
the  crusades ;  the  remote  and  proximate  causes  of  the  Reformation ; 
its  incipiency  and  principal  characteristics.  But  he  regrets  that  from 
one  of  the  Students  having  been  with  him  for  only  a  term  and  a  half, 
and  the  other  for  only  a  part  of  the  present  term,  he  will  b'e  obliged 
to  break  off  the  course  of  study  far  short  of  the  point  which  he  had 
hoped  to  reach. 

The  Juniors  have  gone  over  the  history  of  the  first  seven  centuries. 
They  have  thus  had  under  consideration  the  Church  before  Christ  and 
to  his  ascension ;  the  state  of  the  world,  Pagan,  Jewish  and  Christian 
at  His  coming ;  the  spread  of  Christianity  ;  the  treatment  of  Chris- 
tians ah  extra  ;  the  organization  of  the  Church  to  the  rise  of  the 
metropolitan  authority  and  the  germs  of  Papal  pretensions ;  the  con- 
troversies and  schisms;  the  doctrines,  orthodox  and  heretical;  the 
sacraments,  rites,  ceremonies,  discipline  and  early  councils,  and  the 
chief  ecclesiastical  writers,  during  the  first  three  centuries. 

They  then  had  their  attention  drawn  to  the  relations  of  the  Church 
and  State  under  Constantine  and  his  successors ;  the  extension  of  the 
gospel  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Roman  empire,  the  decline  and  fall 
of  paganism,  the  action  of  the  General  Councils,  and  more  particularly 
the  Arian  and  Pelagian  controversies. 

The  mode  of  study  has  been,  first  by  subjects,  and  then  chronologi- 
cally, endeavoring  to  bring  in  the  several  subjects  or  reviews  into 
their  respective  positions  of  time,  place  and  mutual  connection. 

In  the  department  of  Scriptural  Exegesis,  of  which,  by  request  of 
the  Professor  of  Biblical  Learning,  the  undersigned  had  continued  in 
charge,  he  has  with  the  Senior  Student  finished  Robinson's  Greek 
Harmony  of  the  Gospels,  examined  eleven  chapters  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  the  first  eleven  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  the  first  four  of 
that  to  the  Galatians,  the  first  four  of  that  to  the  Ephesians,  the  first 
three  of  Colossians,  and  is  now  in  the  tenth  of  that  to  the  Hebrews. 

With  the  Junior  Class  he  has  been  through  120  of  the  173  sections 
of  Robiiioon's  Harmony  of  the  Gospels,  and  has  now  reached  in  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  the  middle  of  the  14th  chapter. 

He  has  also  been  teaching,  for  some  weeks,  the  only  Student  who  is 
preparing  for  the  Diaconate  with  lesser  qualifications  ;  has  been  with 
him  through  the  Epistles  to  the  Galatians  and  Ephesians,  and  is  now 
studying  the  Book  of  Job. 
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Iii  the  department  of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  nominally  under 
his  charge,  he  has  been  obliged,  as  before,  to  avail  himself  of  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity,  who  has  had  entire 
charge  of  the  former  branch,  as  well  as  of  his  own.  It  is  therefore 
suggested,  with  the  Bishop's  concurrence,  that  there  should  be  a  re- 
arrangement of  the  departments,  unless,  indeed,  there  could  be,  as  has 
been,  and  is,  earnestly  desired,  another  Professor  appointed  to  relieve 
the  undersigned  of  one  of  the  branches,  under  the  combined  weight 
of  which  he  not  only  feels  his  own  weakness,  but  knows  that  the  stu- 
dents are  suffering  from  the  insufficiency  of  the  instruction  imparted. 

The  need  deplored  last  year,  of  books  of  reference,  has  been  met  in 
part  by  the  liberality  of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christi- 
anity, in  entrusting  to  us  their  valuable  library  for  the  use  of  the  Stu- 
dents and  Professors,  to  all  of  whom  it  has  been  already  of  essential 
service.  But  as  most  of  its  treasures  are  somewhat  antiquated,  and  some 
of  them  rather  scientific  and  literary  than  theological,  we  are  still  in 
want  of  more  books,  and  especially  of  those  of  more  recent  publica- 
tion, and  shall  be  exceedingly  indebted  to  any  friends  who  will  either 
furnish  us  with  them,  or  give  us  the  means  of  procuring  them.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  0.  P.  Gadsden,  the  Reports  were  accepted 
and  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  Journal. 

Rev.  J.  II.  Cornish  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  we  regret  the  necessity  which  has  compelled  our 
Diocesan  to  he  absent  from  the  present  Convention  ;  that  he  has  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  and  prayers  in  his  affliction,  and  that  we  assure 
him  of  our  entire  confidence  and  satisfaction  in  his  will  and  endeavor 
to  do  only  what  is  for  the  good  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  we  desire  no  change  in  the  Episcopal  affairs  of  the 
Diocese,  while  he  is  willing  to  bear  the  burden  of  their  administration. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  moved  that  the  word  unanimously  be  inserted, 
which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  resolutions  adopted. 

Mr.  Memminger  called  for  the  order  of  the  day. 

Mr.  Colcock  moved  to  suspend  the  order  of  the  day,  so  as  to  fix  the 
time  for  holding  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Mr.  Colcock  also  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  of  yesterday, 
fixing  the  place  of  meeting  at  Abbeville. 

After  some  discussion,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  laid  on  the 
table,  and  the  third  Wednesday  in  June,  1861,  was  fixed  upon  as  the 
day  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

The  special  order  of  the  clay  was  then  taken  up:  the  consideration 
of  the  Report  and  Resolutions  of  Mr.  Memminger  with  regard  to  the 
marriage  of  slaves,  with  the  amendments  offered  by  some  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Arthur  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a  substitute  for 
the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report ; 

Resolved,  That  as  the  relation  of  master  and  servant,  as  well  as  that 
of  husband  and  wife,  is  of  Divine  appointment,  and  is  thus  recognized 
throughout  the  Revealed  Will  of  God,  there  can  be  no  necessary 
conflict  between  the  conduct  of  a  Christian  master  and  the  rights  and 
obligations  arising  out  of  the  relationship  of  married  slaves. 

Resolved,  That  the  evil  of  separating  husband  and  wife  arises  not 
necessarily  from  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery,  but  like  all  other 
evils  incident  to  every  form  ot  human  society,  is  the  result  of  the  fallen 
condition  of  man,  and  that,  in  point  of  fact,  this  evil,  so  far  from  being 
peculiar  to  the  institution  has  been  mitigated  and  restrained  by  the 
authority  of  the  Christian  master,  and,  for  its  complete  removal,  re- 
quires not  any  interposition  of  the  Church,  except  in  the  reformation 
and  Christianization  of  mankind. 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South-Carolina  now,  as 
it  always  has,  regards  it  as  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Christian  mas- 
ter to  observe  the  injunction  of  our  Saviour,  forbidding  man  to  separate 
those  whom  God  had  joined  together,  and  in  this,  as  in  all  other  respects, 
to  govern  his  slaves  in  strict  conformity  to  the  laws  of  God. 

Mr.  Memminger  moved  to  lay  all  amendments  on  the  table,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  resolutions. 
6* 
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Mr.  J.  W.  R.  Pope  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Trustees  of  the  Dioce- 
san Seminary. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Hanckel  and  Rev.  T.  S.  Arthur  were  appointed  the 
Committee  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy ;  and  Messrs.  Charles  DeSaus- 
sure  and  J.  B,  Pyatt  were  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  the 
Laity,  to  count  the  ballots. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Blacklock  was  re-appointed  Treasurer  of  the  University 
of  the  South. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney  was  appointed  a  Trustee  of  the  General  The- 
ological Seminary,  vice  Rev.  W.  H.  Hanckel. 

Rev.  T.  S.  Arthur,  from  the  Committee  to  count  the  ballots  of  the 
Clergy,  and  Mr.  C.  DeSaussure  from  the  Committee  to  count  the  ballots 
of  the  Laity,  for  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary,  severally  reported 
that,  in  their  respective  Orders,  the  following  gentlemen  had  received 
the  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  :

"  C.P.Gadsden,       J.  B.  Kershaw, 
"  J.  J.  Roberts,        W.  E.  Martin, 
And  they  were  declared  elected  accordingly. 

Mr.  Memminger,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  on  the  last 
day  of  the  last  session,  in  relation  to  a  general  charter  for  the  Episco- 
pal Churches,  asked  that  the  Committee  be  discharged  on  account  of 
their  not  concurring  in  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  charter,  and  the 
Committee  was  discharged  accordingly. 

Rev.  Paul  Trapier  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  whom  the 
Bill  on  Incorporation  of  the  Churches,  found  on  page  52  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  last  year,  be  now  re-committed,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the 
next  Convention  on  the  whole  subject  matter. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to,  and  Rev.  Paul  Trapier  and  Messrs.  C. 
G.  Memminger  and  W.  E.  Martin  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  offered  the  following  : 

Whereas,  on  page  55,  line  10,  of  the  printed  Journal  of  the  last 
Convention,  there  is  no  record  of  the  disposal  finally  made  of  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion ;  and  whereas,  the  omission  may  lead  to  misunderstanding  of  the 
sense  of  the  Convention  on  that  matter  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  true  record  is  and  should  be,  that  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  was,  after  verbal  amendment,  adopted  unanimously  in 
the  form  in  which  it  appears  on  page  47  of  the  same  journal. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Palmer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  deliver, 
during  the  ensuing  year,  to  their  respective  congregations,  a  suitable 
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discourse  on  the  propriety  of  permanently  endowing  our  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary  ;  and  that  they,  together  with  the  Vestries  of 
the  several  Parishes,  be  requested  to  secure  subscriptions  from  the 
members  of  our  Church  for  that  purpose ;  and  that  the  funds  so  obtain- 
ed shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  said  insti- 
tution, to  be  by  him  invested  for  the  permanent  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were 
returned  to  the  Organist  and  Choir  of  St.  Philip's  Church. 

Rev.  A.  H.  Cornish  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  returned  to  the 
Chairman,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hanckel,  for  the  able  and  satisfactory  manner 
in  which  he  has  presided  over  its  deliberations. 

Rev.  T.  S.  Arthur  moved  that  the  usual  number  of  Journals  be 
printed  and  sent  to  the  Churches. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Cornish  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the  Secre- 
tary and  Assistant  Secretary  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  discharged  the  laborious  duties  of  that  office. 

On  motion,  the  Journal  of  the  day's  proceedings  was  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion,  after  chanting  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Hanckel,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

Remarks- — The  Church  in  Camden  has  sensibly  felt  the  healthful 
impulse  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  It  is  trusteed,  too,  that  the 
missionary  efforts  of  some  of  the  students  among  the  neighboring  poor 
will  not  prove  without  lasting  effects.  The  students  in  the  Seminary 
are  not  included  in  the  number  of  communicants  given  above,  it  being 
presumed  that  they  will  be  reported  from  their  respective  parishes. 

The  Sunday  School  is  in  better  condition  than  ever  before,  but  we 
wish  improvement  in  this  department  still. 

The  scheme  for  building  a  new  and  larger  Parish  Church  is  ripening 
at  last  into  execution.  The  bricks  are  being  made,  and  about  ten 
thousand  dollars  have  been  secured  for  the  erection  of  the  edifioe. 

The  Assistant  Rector  visited  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs, 
a  few  times  during  the  summer  anu  autumn  of  last  year.  During  the 
visit  of  Jane  11,  $29  were  contributed  for  the  Chinese  Missions ;  and 
during  that  of  September  10,  $6.25  were  collected  for  General  Domes- 
tic Missions,  and  $15  for  the  Theological  Seminary.  At  the  date  last 
mentioned,  one  white  infant  was  baptized*

Remarks. — This  Parish  has  of  late  passed  through  one  of  those 
great  changes  which  at  periods  come  over  it.    One  chapel  has  been 
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closed,  nearly  the  whole  congregation  having  been  removed.  Another 
has  been  sadly  decimated,  and  the  third  has  suffered  much.  Property 
is  changing  hands  in  all  directions,  and  in  some  respects,  the  field  ano- 
ther year  will  be  new.  The  services  during  the  last  winter  were  much 
interrupted  by  the  tardy  coming  in  of  the  parishioners,  by  very  in- 
clement weather,  and  at  times  by  my  indifferent  state  of  health.  Causes 
like  these  will  account  for  the  great  decrease  of  contributions.  On 
only  two  Sundays  during  the  six  months  had  I  anything  more  than  the 
barest  fragments  of  a  congregation. 

St.  Bartholomew''  s  Parish. 
The  Rev.  E.  J.  Webb,  Missionary  among  the  colored  Population. 

The  Mission  at  this  time  comprises  eight  plantations.  There  is  a 
large  Church,  capable  of  holding  200  persons,  called  Chepee  Church, 
owned  by  those  who  support  the  Mission,  and  contiguous  to  others,  if 
desirous  that  their  negroes  should  have  the  Gospel  preached  to  them. 
At  this  station,  service  is  held  on  Sunday  morning  for  the  adults  and 
children  catechised ;  permission  allowed  others  to  attend,  and  in  the 
winter  the  owners  attend  our  service.  The  other  stations  is  at  Col. 
Lewis'  Plantation,  Avhere  service  is  held  for  the  adults  and  children 
catechised  in  the  afternoon  of  Sunday.  We  officiate  at  Chepee  Church, 
at  this  station  the  owner  contemplates  erecting  shortly  a  commodious 
building  for  his  own  people,  and  will  allow  others  to  attend  to  hear 
the  Gospel.  Here  is  a  wide  field  for  Missionary  extension  and  labor. 
The  alternate  Sunday  service  is  held  at  Mr.  C.  Clifford's  Plantation 
in  the  morning  for  adults  and  children ;  and  on  the  afternoon,  on  that 
of  the  Rev.  W.  0.  Prentiss.  On  both  of  these  stations  permission  is 
given  to  negroes  of  the  neighborhood  to  attend.  At  the  station  of 
Chepee,  the  Missionary  labored  for  more  than  years  as  a  Catechist,  till 
ordained  last  August,  and  rejoices  to  state  that  many  of  the  adults, 
since  admitted  to  the  Church,  received  religious  knowledge  as  chil- 
dren under  his  instruction.  Since  Ordination — Baptized  47  adults, 
35  infants  ;  total,  82.  Children  catechised,  112.  Burials,  2.  Mar- 
riages, 3.    Under  discipline,  8.    Restoration,  2.    Communicants,  154. 

On  account  of  ill-health  last  summer  and  winter,  the  labors  of  the 
Mission  have  been  interrupted ;  but  by  an  arrangement,  at  least 
spending  one  night  at  one  of  the  stations,  will  be  avoided  the  coming 
summer.  The  prospect  of  religious  instruction  among  this  class  of 
benighted  poor,  is  encouraging,  and  justifies  a  continuance  of  his  work 
of  labor  and  love,  under  Providence.

The  number  increased  from  time 
to  time  to  150. 

2.  The  average  attendance  in  the  summer  was  about  60.  In  the 
fall  the  number  diminished,  and  in  December  was  not  more  than  an 
average  of  twenty. 

3.  On  the  1st  of  January  a  new  list  was  made,  the  school  com- 
mencing the  year  with  about  20,  which  have  now  reached  97.  The 
average  attendance  this  year  has  been  about  40. 

4.  There  are  10  teachers  and  a  superintendent,  of  whom  3  are  males, 
and  the  remainder  females. 

5.  The  Superintendent  has  never  been  absent  from  the  school  except 
when  absent  from  the  city  or  sick.  The  teachers  are  also  very  punc- 
tual, and  when  necessarily  absent,  procure  substitutes.  The  teachers 
are  attentive  and  pains-taking. 
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6.  The  school  is  opened  with  singing,  which  is  sometimes  repeated 
in  the  middle  of  the  services,  and  concluded  with  prayer. 

7.  The  instruction  is  oral.  The  books  used  are  the  Bible,  the  Prayer 
Book,  Capers'  Catechism, — that  by  a  "Southern  Presbyter," — and  the 
little  work  of  the  E.  K.  Society  called  Liturgy  and  Hymns  for  Sun- 
day Schools.

The  attendance  has  been  encouraging,  averaging  nearly  100 
slaves,  and  25  whites. 

Previously  to  my  taking  charge  of  this  mission,  I  rendered  such  as- 
sistance as  I  could,  to  the  Rectors  of  Trinity,  and  Christ  Church,  Co- 
lumbia.

The  Sunday  School  num- 
bers 36  Scholars,  and  7  Teachers.  The  public  services  are  the  usual 
Sunday  worship,  a  Ladies'  Bible  class  and  week-day  Lecture. 

Remarks. — The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  visited  us  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  12th  June,  1859,  and  confirmed  3  white  persons.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  Parish  have  with  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God,  witness- 
ed the  completion  of  the  Church,  whose  corner-stone  they  laid  on  the 
15th  of  January,  1859. 

The  consecration  of  the  edifice  was  duly  solemnized  on  the  12th  of 
April,  of  the  present  year.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Pinckney,  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Charleston,  preached  the  consecration  sermon.  The  Rev* 
Messrs.  Shand  and  Walker,  of  Columbia,  the  Rev.  Prof.  Barnwell  of 
the  So.  Ca.  College,  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  of  St.  St.  Luke's  Charles- 
ton, the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro',  and 
the  Rev,  W.  H.  Hanckel,  of  Zion  Ch.,  and  St.  John's,  Richland,  took 
part  in  performing  the  services  which  were  participated  in  by  a  crowd- 
ed congregation,  with  peculiar  and  touching  solemnity.  The  commu- 
nion was  administered  on  the  occasion,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  next 
day,  the  Bishop  confirmed  5  white  persons. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Robertsville. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Johnson,  Rector  and  Missionary.

Remarks. — The  Church  has  been  recentty  organized,  and  the  pre- 
sent incumbent  is  the  first  minister  it  has  had.  Its  prospects  are  en- 
couraging. The  vestry  are  preparing  to  erect  a  rough  temporary 
building,  as  a  place  of  worship.  The  Church  will  sit  doiun  in  this  low- 
est room,  until  he  who  bade  her  say  go  up  higher.  As  soon  as  things 
are  a  little  settled,  a  Sunday  School  will  be  opened. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Leverett. 

During  the  last  winter  and  present  spring,  being  without  any  charge* 
I  have  had  service  every  Sabbath,  for  the  servants,  at  Little  Canaan, 
my  winter  residence.  Once  a  fortnight,  the  previous  summer,  on  Sun- 
days, I  visited  the  same  place,  going  from  Branford,  a  distance  of  15 
miles,  to  preach  and  catechise,  until  the  latter  part  of  July,  when  I 
was  engaged  by  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Savannah,  Ga.,  to  supply 
his  place,  for  about  three  months  ;  the  ill  health  of  a  member  of  his 
family  requiring  absence.  I  have  performed  a  few  services  for  differ- 
erent  brethren,  but  I  have  no  official  duties  to  report,  proper  to  this 
Diocese,  save  the  burial  of  four  (4)  of  my  servants. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  P.  G .  Jenkins.

Public  Worship,  Zion,  about  50 
times.    Contributions,  Missions,  Diocesan,  $30.50. 

Remarks. — The  missionary  still  feels  grateful  to  God  for  the  con- 
stant and  full  attendance  of  his  flock,  on  the  Lord's  Day.  About 
thirty  white  persons  attend  the  services  of  the  Chapel,  during  the  win- 
ter and  spring  months.  A  gentleman  not  of  our  faith,  has,  at  his  own 
expense,  erected  a  neat  cupola  on  the  Chapel,  and  in  other  ways  has 
done  much  to  beautify  the  building  and  grounds.  We  now  have  a 
sweet  toned  bell  to  summon  worshippers  to  the  house  of  prayer,  and  I 
am  happy  to  say,  that  the  summons  is  punctually  obeyed  by  white 
and  black  portions  of  the  congregation. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  Obear, 

The  Church  in  this  place  was  without  a  Rector,  during  the  year 
1859.  I  gave  to  the  Church  a  morning  service,  on  Sundays,  for  six 
or  seven  months,  and  performed  all  the  occasional  services  required, 
during  that  year.  T  am  still  in  charge  of  a  boarding  and  day  school 
for  young  ladies.

Dear  Sir :  As  I  presume  the  Bishop  will  not  attend  Convention,  I 
desire  to  report  through  you,  that  since  my  last  report  to  Convention, 
I  have  held  seventy  services,  3  in  Orangeburg,  the  remainder  in  Clar- 
enden,  5  of  which  were  at  "  St.  James'  Chapel,"  45  were  for  whites, 
25  for  Blacks,  preaching  each  time.  Marriage,  1  colored.  Baptisms 
4,  (3  white,  1  colored.)

For  want  of  data,  I  have  been  obliged  to  omit  the  statistics  of  Com- 
munion alms,  offered  the  last  year  at  St.  Stephen's  altar.  Balance 
from  his  disbursements,  $1 3.95  ;  collected  up  to  date  in  offerings  at 
St.  Stephen's  altar,  $40.95  ;  total  154.90.    Disbursed,  $73.25. 

For  want  of  data,  I  omit  also  the  statistics  of  amounts  raised  in  the 
Chapel  for  defraying  its  incidental  expenses,  as  also  any  report  of  his 
ministerial  services  at  the  Church  Home,  of  which  the  record  is  on 
high.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH-CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I* 

Of  acceding  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South-Carolina  accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts 
the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Stated  Meetings. 

A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in  Charleston,  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  February,  or  at  such  time,  and  in  such  place,  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by 
the  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Members  of  Convention. 

Section  1. — The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 

Section  2. — The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  and  the  Minister, 
or  ministers  of  every  Episcopal  Church  in  union  with  this  Convention,  shall  always  be, 
ex-oflicio,  a  member  or  members  of  this  Convention,  with  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters 
requiring  the  suffrages  thereof:  Provided,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  Convention,  unless  he  has  been  actually,  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  the 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his 
station  :  Provided,  also,  that  no  Clergyman,  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in 
Convention,  shall,  by  reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Section  3. — Every  other  Clergyman  of  the  Church  being  a  Missionary,  officiating 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  any 
benevolent  or  other  public  institution,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member 
of  this  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  involving  the 
temporal  concerns  of  the  Churches.  The  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this  Article 
shall  also  apply  to  the  preceding  part  of  this  section.  Every  other  Clergyman,  being 
an  instructor  of  youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical 
authority,  in  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  or 
being  prevented  by  age  and  infirmity  from  exercising  his  clerical  functions,  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  prvileges  of  a  member  of  this  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the 
right  to  vote.

Section  4.— Lay-Delegates  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
respective  Episcopal  Churches,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  from  among  the  mem 
bers  of  those  Churches  respectively  to  represent  them  in  Convention  ;  the  Delegates  to 
be  elected  in  such  manner  and  time,  as  each  Church  shall  deem  proper,  to  serveiorone 
stated  Convention.  They  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  Con- 
vention, produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election.  For  special  Conventions, 
special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Section  5. — No  member  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  Churches,  or  shall,  in 
any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Section  6. — A  Lay-Member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Convention  as  a  Delegate 
from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention,)  be  per- 
mitted to  relinquish  his  seat,  and  take  a  seat  as  the  Delegate  of  another  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum. 

Ten  CIO)  Members  of  the  Clerical  Order,  and  Lay-Representatives  of  ten  (10) 
Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  generally;  but  any 
number  of  either  Order,  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  a 
quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President  of  the  Convention.  But  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  the  President  of  the  Convention*  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

A  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be,  ex  officio,^  Treasurer,  shall  be  annually  chosen,  (and 
continue  in  office  until  a  successor  be  appointed, )  who  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records, 
and  give  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any 
stated  or  special  meetings  of  the  Convention  ;  and  this  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention.  He  shall  also  keep  regular  accounts  of 
all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers,  relative  and  belonging  to 
the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1. — A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  and 
five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be  appointed. 

Section  2. — At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they  shall  choose  one  of 
the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their 
Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose  alone  ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  to  attest  their  public  acts,  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they 
may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and 
papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  may  have  been 
entrusted  to  him. 

Section  3. — They  shall  present  to  each  annual  Sonvention,  an  abstract  of  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  6ince  the  former  Convention. 
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Section  4. — Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  Villi 

Oj  Special  Meetings. 

Section  l.-r-The  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  ;  and  such 
meeting  shall  be  held  where  the  authority  calling  it  shall  determine  ;  and  at  such  spe- 
cial meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted,  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Convention. 

Section  2.— No  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  for  the  election  of 
a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 

/ 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  in  Convention. 

On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution,  the  members  shall 
deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body  ;  but  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Delegation  from  any 
two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually,  and  the  Lay-Delegates  by  Churches,  (a  majority  of  each  Delegation  hav- 
ing one  vote,)  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a 
decision. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 
In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  a  majority  of  each 
Order  shall  determine  a  choice  :  Provided,  That  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  a  vote,  and  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation, 
be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clcrgy?nan. 
A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated  in  the  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention  "  of  offences  for  which  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished" 
and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Convention.    The  trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the 
mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Admission  of  Churches  or  Parishes  into  the  Convention. 
Whenever  a  Church  or  Parish,  not  now  entitled  to  a  representation,  shall  be  desir- 
ous of  uniting  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  they  shall  apply  by 
letter  to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  stating  the  due  organization  of  their  Church,  the  election  of  their  Vestry- 
men and  Church  Wardens,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and 
their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now  or 
hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  s?me.  And  at  the  Convention  next  suc- 
ceeding the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  Convention  for  their  decision  thereon.  Should  the  Conven- 
tion make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said  Church  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided  always,  That  the  Delegates 
of  the  Church  or  Parish,  newly  admitted,  though  enti.led  to  a  .  jat,  shall  not  be  allow- 
ed a  vote  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  their  Church  or  Parish  is  admit- 
ted. But  no  Lav  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Church  or  Parish,  which  has  for 
three  (3)  successive  years  neglected  to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens,  or  to  pay  its  quota 
to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  XIII- 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1. — At  every  annual  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention. 

Section  2. — In  case  any  Deputy,  appointed  as  above,  shall  decline  such  appoint- 
ment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of 
his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee ;  and  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Standing  Committee  may  appoint  a  substitute  for  any  deputy  so  declining,  or  unable  to 
attend:  Provided,  That  such  substitute  be  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South-Carolina. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any  Article  be  adopt 
ed,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be  proposed,  considered  and  concur- 
red in  by  a  majority  at  one  Convention,  and  concurred  in  by  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the 
Churches  present  at  a  subsequent  Convention. 


CANONS. 


CANON  I. 

Providing  Jordan  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Every  Minister  having  a  Parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall,  at  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  deliver  or 
transmit  to  the  Bishop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, an  accurate  statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marria- 
ges and  Burials,  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  during  the  interval  since  the  last  Convention, 
the  names  of  places  where,  and  how  often  in  each,  Divine  Service  has  been  held; 
the  number  of  families,  specifying  how  many  of  them  belong  likewise  to  other 
Congregations;  the  number  of  Communicants,  stating  the  changes  by  admission, 
removal,  death,  and  suspension ;  the  number  of  adults,  and  of  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age*  the  number  catechized,  and  on  how  many  Sundays  ;  whether 
there  be  any  Sunday  School,  and  if  any,  the  number  of  children,  and  of  teachers,  and 
the  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  same;  also,  the  amount  of  Communion  alms,  the  con- 
tributions for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign ;  for  Parochial  schools,  and  for 
Church  purposes  of  whatever  kind;  and,  generally,  all  such  other  matters  as  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  Church  Under  his  care. 

In  each  case,  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  distinctively  ;  and  all 
reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Canou,  and  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal,  conformably  to  Canon  XII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1353.—- 
Passed  1354.    Amended  1857* 

CANON  II» 

Trial  of  a  Minister. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  an  Ecclesiastical  Court,  a 
charge  shall  be  made  in  the  first  place  to  the  Standing  Committee  in  writing,  under 
the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this 
Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who 
will  prove  the  same  ;  with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to  any  other  evidence  re- 
quired. If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will 
constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Can 
ons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the 
good  of  the  Church,  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain 
whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  his  trial;  and  if  satisfied, 
they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the 
accused  with  the  offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evi 
dence,  and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable,  certainty  as  to  time,  place, 
and  circumstances,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith  cause  to 
be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  who,  for  the  time 
being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein,  (excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting 
Presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee ;)  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the 
said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age ;  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy  of  the 
said  list  and  of  the  presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  residence.    Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  strike  oil  the  names  of 
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three  of  the  Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop ;  and  the 
Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of 
three  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify 
the  Bishop  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names 
as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  each  case,  the  six  remaining 
Presbyters  shall  constitute  a  Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  public  or 
in  private,  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed, it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day  ,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it 
appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may- 
be present,  being  not  less  than  four,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary ;  the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  from  their  own  body,  or  otherwise; 
and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall 
be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  agairtet  the  accused  to  be  writ- 
ten down  by  the  Secretary,  and,  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its 
proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may  be  called  upon 
by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  the  witnesses,  and  upon  all 
questions,  the  Common  Law  shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec  4.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more  of  the 
Profession  of  the  Law  to  be  its  Assessors  ;  who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings. 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any  question  which  may 
arise,  upon  which  the  Council  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the  prosecuting  or  accused 
party  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Council,  shall  be 
served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting;  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by 
their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  col- 
lect and  present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  also  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  Counsel  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  m  ay  see  fit  to  prescribe. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  proceed  to  trial  in  his  ab- 
sence, or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  then 
fail  to  appear,  the  Conncil  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who,  there- 
upon shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence, 
may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall 
report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end 
before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop  in  view  of  the 
Charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  the 
accused,  to  the  Bishop  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot 
be  had.  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness  ;  and 
the  party  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  taking  the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be 
examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given,  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed 
by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  Commissioner  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council  shall  declare,  in  a  writine 
to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  thg 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused 
guilty,  or  not  guilty — and  if  guilty,  suggesting  what  sentence  in  their  opinion,  ought  to 
be  pronounced.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  the 
proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  ;  whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall 
pronounce  such  sentence,  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested 
by  the  Council,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of 
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the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in 
which  case,  a  new  Council  shall  be  constituted,  as  herein  before  provided,  (excluding 
the  members  of  the  former  Council,)  before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted, 
as  before  provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the  Bishop,  (such  con- 
fession being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by  the  Council,)  shall  proceed  to 
pass  sentence ;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall 
neither  admit  or  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Convention,  at  its  next 
session,  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and 
his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering  with  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an 
inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  37  of  1832,  of  the  General  Convention. 
And  whenever  upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just  ground  for  the 
public  rumors,  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  orthey  shall  inform  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  facts,  and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  fur- 
ther proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been 
made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  Canon  third,  entitled,  "  Trial  of  a  Clergyman,"  is  hereby  repealed,  and 
this  Canon  substituted  therefor.  Passed  1855. 

Sec.  13.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Convention.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount 
in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention  by  the  Fifth  Standing  Resolution.        Passed  1856, 


CANON  III. 

A  list  to  he  made  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  1. — Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  prepare,  or 
cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  can- 
onically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures  or  parish- 
es, or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries  or  chaplains,  or  of  the  colleges,  academies,  or  other 
seminaries  of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they  are 
engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions  or  institutions 
of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order  on  the  first  day  of 
meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  Such  list  shall  then 
be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen,  appointed  by  the  Chair,  \vho  shall  forth- 
with consider  and  report  who  of  the  Clergymen,  on  said  list,  are  entitled  to  all  the  privil- 
eges of  members  of  the  Convention;  who  are  entitled  to  said  privileges,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  right  to  vote  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Churches ; 
who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes,  and  who  are  not  entitled  to  either  seats  or 
votes.  Such  list,  thus  reported  and  approved  of  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  appended 
to  the  Journal,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  every  General  Convention. 

Section  2. — No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on 
said  list.  • 

Section  3. — The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the 
Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Section  4. — The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admission  of  Minis' 
ters  into  this  Diocese,  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed 
upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  this  Church.  And  his  certifi- 
cate shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 
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CANON  IV. 

Of  persons  wishing  to  be  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person,  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  make 
application  in  writing,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupa- 
tion. He  will  also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  testimonials  required 
by  the  third  (3d)  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1856,  and  give  them  evidence 
that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  his  intention,  according  to  the  "requisitions  of  the 
same  Canon. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  opening  of  the  Convention  shall  always  be  preceded  by  the 
Morning  Service  of  the  Church,  a  Sermon,  and  the  administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or 
the'Bishop  be  not  present,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee. The  business  of  every  succeeding  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
the  Morning  Service,  and  the  business  of  every  day  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  pronounced  by  the  President. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  President 
shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  shall  first  call  over,  in  alpha- 
betical order,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  He  shall 
then  call  over  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  when  the  Dele- 
gates shall  lay  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table.  These  shall 
be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Three,  who  shall  forthwith  examine 
them,  and  report  to  the  Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having 
been  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized.  Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any  testimonials 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  now  be  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

III.  The  further  order  of  business  for  the  first  day  of  the  session  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches,  or  Parishes,  for 
admission  into  the  Convention. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day 
of  the  next  annual  Convention. 

5.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  two  Standing  Committees, 
viz  :  the  Committee  on  unfinished  Business,  one  (1)  Clergyman  and 
two  (2)  Laymen;  the  Committee  on  Finance,  three  (3)  Laymen. 

6.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church. 

7.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be,  on 
the  President's  taking  the  Chair  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 
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2.  Calling  the  names  of  the  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  choosing  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

5.  Election  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary. 

6.  Election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

7.  Calling  upon  each  delegation  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their  re- 
spective Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  and 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

8.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Treasurer  of  Bishop's  Permanent,  Common  and  Convention  Funds, 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees, 

9.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

VII.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VIII.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

IX.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention,  unless  he 
hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

X.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

XI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

XII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  dur- 
ing the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may 
be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XIV.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with  himself. 

XVI.  When  a  question  is  b afore  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  mo- 
tion to  strike  out  the  word  "  Resolved,"  shall  have  precedence  to  a 
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motion  to  amend  ;  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of 
the  resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved 
shall  be  first  put. 

XVII.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  inde- 
finitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may 
interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention, 

XVIII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

XIX.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XXI.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to 
order ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be 
determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of 
the  Convention. 

XXII.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair  ;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXIII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for  Orders, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIV.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  (2-3ds)  of  the  members  present. 

XXV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  opening 
of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote 
of  the  Convention.

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund  shall  punctually 
pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4000)  dollars, 
annually,  in  quarterly  payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his 
Episcopal  duties.  Amended  1859 

3.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain,  after  paying  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  ($4000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  Perma- 
nent Fund. 

4.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  in  bis 
annual  summons  to  the  different  Parishes  or  Churches,  to  state  the  quota  of  such 
Parishes  or  Churches  to  the  Bishop's  Common  Fund,  when  called  for  by  special 
resolution  of  a  previous  Convention.  Passed  1859. 

5.  Resolved,  That  all  Parishes  and  Churches  receiving  aid  from  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  shall  each  contribute  five  ($5)  dol- 
lars annually  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Convention  :  that  all  Churches 
and  Parishes  in  the  cities  of  Charleston  and  Columbia,  not  receiving  aid  from  the 
«taid  Society,  shall  each  pay  for  the  same  purpose  twenty  ($20)  dollars  annually, 
and  that  all  other  Churches  and  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  shall  pay  annually  ten 
($10)  dollars  for  the  same  purpose:  and  that  the  Secretary,  in  issuing  his  sum- 
mous  to  the  Parishes  or  Churches,  shall  inform  them  of  this  resolution  ;  and  that  at 
each  Annual  Convention  the  Treasurer  shall  apply  to  the  Delegates  of  each  Church 
for  their  respective  contributions.  Passed  1820.    Amended  1856. 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  for  the  time 
being,  to  furnish  the  Ministers  of  the  several  Parishes  or  Churches  with  blank  co- 
pies of  the  usual  form  for  the  reports ;  and  that  they  be  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  make  annual  returns  conformably  to  the  same.  Passed  1826, 
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7.  Whereas,  according  to  the  Consecration  service  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church, "  devout  and  holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Lmw  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved 
4i  either  by  the  express  command  of  God,  or  by  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed 
"  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason  and  sense  of  the  natural  decency 
"  of  things,  have  erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them 
'*  from  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's  minds  with 
'*  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and  affect  their  hearts  with  more  devo- 
"  tion  and  humility  in  his  service,"  and  whereas  the  delivering  of  orations  and 
holding  elections  on  secular  or  political  subjects  and  occasions,  and  the  usual 
worldly  accompaniments  and  circumstances,  are  thought  inconsistent  with  both  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  this  declaration  of  the  Consecration  service,  and  have  been  found 
to  give  pain  to  many  members  of  our  Communion,  and  generally  to  be  of  injurious 
tendency  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  interdict  the  use  of  the 
Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes. 

Passed  1828. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before 
this  body  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  and  shall  not  in  future  be  observed. 

Passed  1829. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  at  or  before  every  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties the  quota  of  this  Diocese,  towards  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
General  Convention.  Passed  1832. 

20.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  their  respective  Pastors  incurred  by  their  attendance  on  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention.  Passed  1838, 

11.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  members  of  our  Church 
who  are  proprietors  of  slaves,  individually  and  collectively,  to  take  measures  for 
the  support  of  Clerical  Missionaries  and  Lay  Catechists,  who  are  members  of  our 
Church,  for  the  religious  instruction  of  their  slaves.  Passed  1838. 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the  country  Pa- 
rishes to  exert  themselves  to  obtain  the  services  of  such  Clerical  Missionaries  and 
Lay  Catechists.  Passed  1838. 

13.  Resolved,  That  every  Missionary  and  Catechist  be  approved  of  by  the  Bishop. 

Passed  1838. 

14.  Resolved,  That  no  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a 
seat  in  this  Convention  as  a  Lay-Delegate  from  any  Parish  or  Church. 

Passed  1838. 

15.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  several  Churches  in  this 
Diocese  that  in  the  appointment  of  Delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.    Passed  1841. 

16.  Whereas,  the  practice  of  both  public  and  private  travelling  on  the  Lord's 
day  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent  evil  of  the  times  ;  and  where,  :,  Canon  41st  of  1832, 
"  of  the  due  celebration  of  Sundays,"  prescribes  that  "  all  persons  within  this  Church 
shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the 
Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of 
devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  Godly  and  sober  conversation," 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  be  solicited  to  the  above  Canon.  Passed  1844. 

17.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Churches  in  order,  and  the  votes  be  brought  forward 
and  deposited  with  the  Tellers  as  called  for  5  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes.  Passed  1847.    Amended  1851. 

18.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist  officiating  during 
the  Sessions  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same  period. 

Passed  1856, 
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CANON  VII.  OF  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION,  1859. 

Of  the  Election  and  Institution  of  Ministers -into  Parishes  or  Churches. 

Section  I.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  be  de- 
livered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or 
to  this  effect : 

"  We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,) 
We,  (the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens,)  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev. 
(naming  the  Bishop)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,)  that,  (naming  the  person,)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rec- 
tor, (or  Assistant  Minister,  as  the  case  may  be,)  of  {^naming  the  Parish, 
or  Church,  or  Churches.") 

Which  Certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who 
certify. 

Section  2.  If  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied 
that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church,  the 
Bishop,  or  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  transmit 
the  said  Certificate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  re- 
cord it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Section  4.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector,  stated  Minister,  or 
assistant  Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or 
District  to  which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following  : 

"  I  hereby  certify,  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  Canonically  trans- 
ferred to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standing." 

Section  5.  No  Minister  shall  officiate  transiently  in  a  vacant  Parish, 
or  in  one,  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  which  is  sick  or  absent,  unless  the 
Wardens  or  Vestry  are  satisfied  he  is  at  the  time  a  Minister  in  good 
and  regular  standing.  When  from  another  Diocese,  letter  commend- 
atory from  the  Ecclesiastical  thereof  may  be  required.
